There is a tree in the center, 
but it does not interfere in any 
way with planes landing or taking 
off. There is plenty of room on 
either side. 

“The first plane landed on the 
western half of the field, which is 
the roughest portion. 

“Then Stokes came in from the 
east and looked asif he were 
about to land headed toward the 
cars on the highway along the 
west edge of the field. Then he 
rose a bit, circled and came in 
again from the south, heading in- 
to a north wind. 

“Instead of landing that time, he 
rose and circled the field again, 
coming in from the southeast with 
his motor throttled so low you 
could hardly hear it. 

“I would say he was about 90 
or. 100 feet high. All of a sudden, 
the plane dropped nose first and 
plunged into the ground. It burst 
into flames immediately.

= REGENTS 10 FIGHT 
FUND WITHDRAWAL 
IN STATE BY PWA 


To Save Seven Building 
Projects Threatened 
With Loss of U. S. Cash. 


Steps to withdraw federal] funds 
from seven building projects of 
the university system were be- 
gun yesterday by PWA authori- 
ties. Immediately the board of re- 
gents, governing the system, pre- 
pared what was termed “a des- 
perate fight” to save the program. 

The total program involves an 
expediture of $815,997, of which 
$367,190 was to come from the 
PWA. 

Chairman Marion Smith, of the 
board of regents, said he has “high 
hopes a way may be found to save 
the PWA money.” 

Action Cited Severe Blow. 

“The impending action of the 
PWA of course comes as a se- 
vere blow to us,” Chairman Smith 
said. ‘“‘We have been threatened 
with similar withdrawals in the 
past but have managed to save our 
allotments, JI hope we can this 
time.” 

The board charman said the re- 
gents might consider the advis- 
ability of discounting a portion of 
next year’s appropriation to save 
the building program. He added 
that he gid not know what def- 
inite steps would be taken by the 
full board. 

«Meanwhile, _ Chancellor S, _V. 
who has handled the 
building program for the regents, 
told the house economy committee 
he would “go to Washington and 
fight like the devil to save the 
funds.” 

Withdrawal Recommended. 

Acting Regional Director Harry 
A. Wortham announced yesterday 
that he had recommended with- 
drawal of the allocations to the 
regents. 

The grants were the _ federal 
government’s share toward the 
building program at Athens, Dah- 
lonega, Tifton and Valdosta. 

Wortham said the state had fail- 
ed to match federal funds for the 
the 


only possible action. 

Chancellor Sanford said threat- 
ened loss of the buildings was due 
to the legislature’s failure to ap- 
propriate necessary funds. 

“We simply haven’t the funds 
to match the federal grants,” he 
added. 

Return of Payments Asked.

He asserted the sum 


University Board Moves 


PULES PORTE 
WILLING 10 SHARE 
DANZIG. CONTROL 


Hopes of Peaceful Settle- 
ment Grow With Hitler 
Declared Unwilling To 
Go To War for City. 


By The Associated Press. 

The free city of Danzig, coveted 
by Germany, kept the center of 
the European stage today. 

The impression grew in London 
that the dispute over the city be- 
tween Germany and Poland would 
be settled peacefully, but the con- 
trolled press in both Germany and 
Italy continued bitter attacks 
against Poland, Great Britain and 
France. 

London diplomats, both British 
and foreign, felt that Germany is 
unwilling to risk a major war for 
Danzig, a Baltic. port taken from 
Germany after the World War and 
made a free city under protection 
of the League of Nations. It lies 
at the head of the Polish corridor, 
is within Poland’s customs admin- 
istration and is a sea outlet for 
much Polish trade. 

Share Rule of Danzig. 

In London it was believed Po- 
land is prepared to agree to join 
Polish-German control of Danzig 
and to make other concessions 
which would not threaten Polish 
independence or the free outlet to 
the sea. 

It was felt also that Germany is 
coming around to the belief Brit- 
ain's pledges of.support to Poland 
and Rumania and British conscrip- 
tion would mean that Germany 
would have to face a war on two 
fronts if war comes at all, 

New Nazi Pressure. 

Nevertheless, in Berlin, diplo- 
matic quarters saw in press attacks 
on Britain and France a new Nazi 
attempt to bring pressure on Po- 
land. 

The German press accused both 
countries of encouraging Poland 
to resist Germany’s “suggestions” 
fér German control of Danzig, and 
it charged the Polish press with 
printing “thick lies” about Danzig. 

German officials said they would 
propose nothing more to the Poles. 
Now, it was said,, Poland must 
come to Germany “hat in hand,” 
and German terms will grow less 
“liberal” in proportion to Polish 
“resistance” to them. 

Italy Accuses Poles, 

The Italian press said Poland 
was uncompromising in connection 
with Danzig, hurling charges sim- 
ilar to those made by the Fascist 
press against Czecho-Slovakia 
prior to the September crisis of 
last year. 

Diplomats in Rome placed spe- 
cial importance on the press out- 
burst because heretofore newspa- 
pers have stressed Polish-Italian 
friendship. Some interpreted this 
to mean Italy would give Germany 
full support in event of any new 
crisis over Danzig.

Northern Roads, 2 States, 
Civic Groups Ask ICC 
To Dismiss Charges 


WASHINGTON, May 2—(#)— 
A sroup of northern railroads,‘two 
d-a number -of commer- 
cial ania civie organizations asked 
the Interstate Cammerce Commis- 
sion today to. dismiss a complaint 
of southern governors. that the 
present freight rate structure 
works against the south. 

Approximately a dozen briefs 
were filed, all of them taking ex- 
ceptions to recent recommenda- 
tions by Commissioner William E. 
Lee and .Examiner Michael T. 
Cochran, who for the most part 
upheld the south’s contention. 

Lee and Cochran found that 
rates from the south to the north 
were too high on numerous man- 
ufactured articles. They recom- 
mended that the railroads volun- 
tarily revise the south-north rate 
structure in line with their find- 
ings. 

The southern governors are ask- 
ing that rates from the south into 
the north be placed on the same 
basis, mileage considered, as the 
rates within the north. Rates in 
the north now generally are be- 


low the south-north rates. 
The northern railroads said the 


southern complaint “is without 
merit and should be dismissed.” 

Northern intervenors in the pro- 
ceeding argued in their brief that 
the “record contains no sufficient 
justification for complainants’ con- 
tention of their right. to rates 
sought, and that no sufficient evi- 
dence is shown as to the need for 
such rates.”

_ These highways proved to be 
most dangerous: 

United States Route 41 from

A 
total of 42 were killed on the 221- 
mile United States route from the 


Savannah river to the Alabama

line. Next in order were the 
routes from Chattanooga to Atlan- 
ta and from Savannah to the Flor- 
ida line. 

However, the most dangerous 
stretch in Georgia per mile was 
the highway from Atlanta to Grif- 
fin. It is 42 miles long and claim- 
ed the lives of 17 persons—or one 
for every 2.47 miles. 

Collisions Take 28.

Inquisitive, keen-eyed . scientists 
who yearn to know the deep mys- 
teries of cotton probably will lead 
the befuddled southern farmer out 
of the maze of difficulties in which 
he is now groping. . | 

That was the optimistic predic- 
tion yesterday of. Frederick M. 
Feiker, of Washington, executiv 
secretary of the American Engi- 
neering Council, who dropped into 
Atlanta to tell Georgia Tech edu- 
cators and textile executives a few 
things about “looking ahead” in 
the cotton industry. 

The slow-speaking national au- 


thority on engineering and cotton 
yesterday drove home the point 


ly is, he said. For decades here in 
the south its bursting white bolls 
have been blanketing a large por- 
tion of the countryside every year 
at a particular season. 

Its growers know that it is a 
vegetable product. They know 
that it is particularly adapted to a 
certain type of soil. They know the 
price has fallen so rapidly in re- 
cent years that it is not as profit- 
able as it once was. More and

ing and distribution of cotton, 
Feiker pointed out. How can the 
consumer and manufacturer be 
brought closer together? What can 
be done toward more effective or- 
ganization? When is it profitable 
for weaving, spinning and finish- 
ing to go together? 

Feiker explained that the textile 
industry has been different from 
most other industries in its de- 
velopment. The selling and manu- 
facturing phases have remained 
divorced. 

_. Research is the common denom- 
inator of progress right now, the 
expert said. There must be scien- 
tific, business and educational re- 
search. The Textile Foundation is 
planning t ocarry forward the ex- 
periments in analyzing cotton. 

World Conference. 

As a further probable solution 
to the present difficulties, Feiker 
suggested a world conference on 
cotton where producers and buy- 
ers could sit around the confer- 
ence table and iron out their prob- 
lems. * After all, he explained, the 
price of cotton is determined in a 
world market. Cotton is as much 
an international problem as war, 
although not as far-reaching and 
important, he observed. 

Feiker does not overemphasis 

cotton. He is highly in favor of 
the projected program of crop di- 
versification and industrial devel- 
opment in the south. He thinks 
there should be a balance between 
agriculture and industry. 
» These were some of the prob- 
lems the educators and textile 
executives talked about at the 
conference yesterday afternoon. It 
was principally an open forum. 

The schools and the manufac- 
turers must get together on what 
they are to do in the future, 
Feiker pointed out. The schools 
must know what training to give 
the young men. In other words 
the two must look ahead, he de- 
clared. 

Textile Study Urged. 

Further emphasis that future 
development of the textile indus- 
try is vitally hinged upon learn- 
ing “what the textile fibers real- 
ly are,” was given by Warren E. 
Emley, of the National Bureau of 
Standards. 

Emley addressed the meeting on 
textile education and research 
sponsored by the textile school 
and the Textile Foundation, of 
Washington. He is a member of 
the foundation’s advisory group 
for scientific research. 

“We have been using wool since 
the dawn of history,” Emley said, 
“vet the chemical make-up of a 
wool fiber is so complex that we 
do not yet know what wool really 
is.” 

“We know that raw silk con- 
tains two components, but we do 
not know what they are nor how 
they are put together.

U.S.COTTON SUBSIDY 
PROPOSAL ASSAILED 


Textile Head Says Plan Too 
Costly; Russell 
Backs Bill. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS, 
Staff Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Pro- 
posals for a government subsidy 
to ‘facilitate the export of surplus 
American cotton were vigorously 
attacked before a senate commit- 
tee today when spokesmen for the 


cotton textile industry denounced 
the plan as economically unfeasi- 
ble and too costly. 

Appearing before the agricul- 
tural subcommittee of the senate 
appropriations body, Dr. Claudius 
T. Murchison, president of the 
Cotton Textile Institute, told 
senators that any export subsidy 
plan in order to be effective 
would involve. a government out- 
lay nearer $20 a bale than the 
$10 per bale subsidy contemplated 
in the administration-favored bill 
sponsored by Senator John H. 
Bankhead, of Alabama. 

Subsidy Assailed. 

The Textile Institute head was 
believed to reflect the views of 
southern. manufacturers generally 
when he said: 

“Tnasmuch as the basic facts re- 
lating to foreign cotton production 
and consumption demonstrate the 
strong likelihood that an effective 
subsidy would require $15 to $20 
a bale or an aggregate sum rang- 
ing from $100,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000 annually, the economy ar- 
gument which has been advanced 
as the chief reason for its adoption 
ceases to be convincing and defi- 
nitely loses its appeal. 

“Within the range of these 
probable cost figures it is possible 
to finance a long-range program 
which will be sound and construc- 
tive and far more adequate to the 
needs of the present emergency. 
In view of its doubtful effective- 
ness within‘ the range of reason- 
able cost, the present proposal 
may be more accurately described 
as a subsidy for foreign specula- 
tors and spinners rather than a 
subsidy for American cotton.” 

Russell Backs Plan. 

Senator Russell, of Georgia, a 
member of the appropriations sub- 
committee, said afterwards that he 
was inclined to go along with the 
subsidy plan, despite the opposi- 
tion of the Textile Institute presi- 
dent. Explaining the purpose be- 
hind the Bankhead bill is to bring 
American cotton exports up to an 
average of 7,000,000 bales annu- 
ally, approximating our past nor- 
mal foreign shipments, he said the 
plan would have the effect at least 
of discouraging cotton production 
abroad. It would be easier for 
foreign countries to curtail pro- 
duction than the United States, he 
asserted, because of the more re- 
cent cultivation in those countries. 

“We should do everything to 
preserve world markets for our 
large cotton production,” Senator 
Russell declared. 

Opinion seems fairly well di- 
vided on the cotton export sub- 
sidy plan and a spirited fight is 
expected when and if the Bank- 
head proposal reaches the floor.

Clock’ in the: Steeple Stands. Still 
|As Americus Wages Battle of Hour 


City Decrees Daylight Saving Time; Faction Fights It; 
County Heads, ‘Owners’ of Tower Timepiece | 
Play Neutral and Stop It. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

AMERICUS, Ga., May 2.—Time 
stood stilt here today while two 
factions disputed its immediate 
future and a third element stood 
pat for strict neutrality. 

The question: Whether Ameri- 
cus and/or Sumter county shall 
have daylight saving or central 
standard time for the summer. 

And while the question still 
went ’round and ’round and glum- 
ly refused to come out here or 
any other place, the hands on the 
steeple clock pointed due north 
and south—6 o’clock in anybody’s 
time. There they stayed. 

Meanwhile, the “Battle of the 
Hour” assumed political propor- 
tions when Sumter county com- 
missioners summoned Americus’ 
Mayor T. L. Bell this afternoon 
and demanded to Know by what 
right or law he ordered the court- 
house clock to be tampered with. 

His honor admitted he ,jhad slip- 
ped a cog—and apologized. 

But that didn’t settle the ques- 
tion of the hour. 

It all started this way: 

Mayor Bell and council recently 
irsued an edict setting forth that 
beginning Monday, May 1, Ameri- 


cus ‘should operate on daylight 
savirg time. 
Sunday night, the clock'in the 


courthouse tower was pushed for- / 


ward an hour, and Americus folks 
came tc town Monday morning to 
discover their own time-pieces had 
somehow lost 60 golden minutes. 
Many were late to work. 

Up went a mighty howl, with 
r.erchants, ministers, housewives 
and others quickly drawing up 
their battle lines as defenders of 
either “slow” or “fast” time, and 
a march began on the county com- 
missioners, as “owners” of the 
courthouse clock. Before a ca- 
pacity audience, the commissioners 
took an absolutely neutral stand 
and ordered the clock stopped en- 
tirely. This would be a good time, 
they said, to give it needed re- 
pairs, 

Threats of petitions or a straw- 
ballot election were flying thick 
and fast late today, but no defi- 
nite announcement had been made 
by either faction. And all indica- 
tions are that with opinions equal- 
ly divided, the time controversy 
may result in a 50-50 draw such 
as Sumter county’s recent liquor 
election.

Johnson’s demand was evoked 
by a proposal from Senator Bank- 
head that, regardless of the status 
of legislation, congress end its ses- 
sion on June 15. At the instance 
of Senator Barkley, Democrat, 
Kentucky, the Bankhead resolu- 
tion was buried in the senate rules 
committee.

“Is not this phrase ‘short of 
war a terrifically treacherous 
and dangerous phrase?” he asked.

American neutrality but should 
not be employed for any other 
purpose. 

Referring to an amendment by

“T felt I had a remarkably diffi- 
cult class. Some couldn’t learn 
and some wouldn’t.” 


“Do you like your children?” 
her attorney asked. 

“Yes, I do.” 

“Do you consider your children 
were fond of you?” 

“Plenty of them were, but some 
were not. It’s a funny thing about 
children. One day they’ll tell you 
they like the teacher and the next 
day they’ll tell you they don’t.” 

Says Children to Blame. 

Devereaux McClatchey, board 
member, interposed: 

“Then you believe that the dif- 
ficulties were due to the children 
and not to you?” 

“Yes.” 

Ernest Brewer, another member, 
inquired: 

“Would it not have been better 
if the board had advised you of 
your deficiencies 12 or 13 years 
ago, instead of just recently?” 

“Undoubtedly,” replied Miss 
Hope, “it would have helped me.” 

At the outset, Coleman posed 
the question: 

“How long should the board try 
to help a teacher to the neglect of 
the children?” 

In her address Mrs. Mankin 
pointed out there was no protec- 
tion for teachers. 

“There is no civil service sys- 
tem in the schools,” she said.

HARPER TO HEAD 
PERSONNEL BOARD 


Action on Selection °/ Direc- 
tor Deferred by Group 
Until May 16. 


Electing J. A. (Gus) Harper, 
chairman, and Aubrey Milam, vice 
chairman, the three-man city per- 
sonnel board, named to institute 
civil service for municipal em- 
ployes, yesterday deferred action 
on selection of a personnel direc- 
tor until May 16.

HIGH'S “LETTER OF CREDIT” ---GIVES YOU FIVE MONTHS: TO PAY 
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Hitler and the Netherlands 

From a strictly tactical point of view it 
would seem that a quick German drive through 
Holland to get to France, outflanking the great 
fortified line built to stop a direct attack, would 
be a logical move by Hitler. But Belgium, it is 
reported, has stoutly fortified its frontier. An 
attack in this direction would doubtless prove 
to be an extremely costly venture, as well as a 
more circuitous route to France. 

It is rather well known that the Dutch pro- 
pose blocking such an attack by blowing up the 
dikes and flooding about one-third of the coun- 
try. In as much, however, as this extreme de- 
fense measure could not be made completely ef- 
fective overnight the government has stationed 
troops, cannon and machine guns at all strate- 
gic points. Harbors and roads have been mined 
against the danger of surprise. The Germans 
would meet with such a stern resistance it is 
doubtful that their military strategists have 
given more than passing consideration to the 
plan. A failure would automatically jeopardize 
their own defense against France by putting an 
enemy in a dangerous flanking position, 

The Netherlands are a thrifty people. They 


own some $6,000,000,000 in gold and foreign ex-_ 
change and securities. Hitler would, no doubt, © 


be delighted to get his hands on this treasure. 
But the far-sighted Dutch bankers have trans- 
ferred all but five per cent of transferable as- 
sets to depositories in the United States, Eng- 
land and South Africa. Der Fuehrer would find 
nothing but empty vaults. 

Furthermore, Germany would benefit very 
little economically by a seizure of the Nether- 
lands. In fact, it could prove extremely burden- 
some, being dependent upon imports for some 
30 per cent of its food. 

Almost from any angle it would seem an in- 
dependent Netherlands would better serve Ger- 
many’s purpose in peace or war. Dutch bankers 
at present finance the greater part of Ger- 
many’s purchases of raw materials. This would 
end upon substitution of German ghost money 
for the solid Dutch guilder. And the Rhine 
river, penetrating the very heart of Germany, 
has its outlet to the sea not through Germany, 
but through the Netherlands. In possession of 
an enemy, instead of a neutral, this great trade 
highway could prove runious to Hitler, in the 
event his plan failed. , 


Galapagos Purchase 

The final link in the defenses of the Panama 
Canal Zone is adyocated in the proposal that 
the United States purchase the Galapagos Is- 
lands from Ecuador for use as a naval base. 

The islands are of little value to Ecuador, 
but of great value to the United States in the 
event of a naval attack against the canal. So 
much so that their seizure in time of serious 
threat would be inevitable if the canal were to 
be kept safe. 

In the hands of an enemy power these is- 
lands would constitute a strong base for raids 
against the canal and against the entire west 
coast of the western hemisphere. In the hands 
of the United States and strongly fortified by 
this nation they would guard the canal and the 
coast of South America much in the manner 
that the Hawaiian islands guard the western 
coast of the United States, making impractical 
if not impossible, a direct coastal attack so 
long as the base stands uncaptured. 

This will be especially true if the United 
States, as now planned, withdraws entirely from 
the Philippines and leaves Guam unfortified— 
in effect yielding the Far Eastern waters to th 
Japanese. | 

The reaction of South American nations to 


the proposed purchase is interesting, all agree- — 


ing to the transfer of the islands—with the 
proviso they are purchased and not seized. The 
still-present fear that this country might emu- 
late the tactics of the dictator nations or revert 
to the procedure used in securing the Panama 
Canal and the Nicaraguan Canal treaty is re- 
flected in the inclusion of the proviso. 


If the price can be brought within reason,’ 


then the purchase of the Galapagos will be an 
investment of great value to the United States 
and its peace of mind relative to the safety of 
the Panama Canal.

The Greater Loss 

It is almost inevitable that history will ulti- 
mately record the financial bankruptcy of the 
Nazi regime in Germany, but there is danger 
also of a bankruptcy of brains. Never before 
in the story of the human race has there been 
such an export of intelligence on the part of a 
sovereign country and, in the long run, far 
more costly than monetary failure will this 
exodus prove to the German peoples. 

It is not alone in the migration of her great- 
est intellectuals that Germany suffers. The 
many who remain have been forced to accept 
the tenets of the Nazi faith, to work along the 
lines demanded by the state rather than dic- 
tated by pure science, or thought. 


It is not alone to this generation that this 
loss of intelligence of application will be felt, 
for the thinkers and geniuses of tomorrow have 
nowhere within the Reich to turn for the con- 
tact with great minds necessary for their 
awakening. The great universities have been 
stripped of their best teachers, and others curb- 
ed in their explorations into the world of. the 
future. The great medical schools of Vienna 


no longer can claim proud title as the heart of — 


the medical profession, and the lifeblood that 
coursed through the world carrying the mes- 
sage of the wonderful discoveries there has 
dried up. 

As Germany loses, so have the free nations 
of the world gained—Einstein and Mann, among 
others, have come to the United States. Their 
learning becomes available to hundreds of 
American youth hitherto unable to avail 
themselves of their knowledge; their great 
technical ability is turned to the laboratories of 
the free world, that man can live in greater 
comfort, in better health and more securely. 


Thus the stupidity of tryanny bankrupts it- 
self. Thus do tryants leave a‘ nation im- 
poverished. Thus does human liberty and hu- 
man intelligence justify its existence. That is 
how this republic has become great, and is now 
being enriched. Thus has America, and the 
free nations of the world, gained riches beyond 
compare. 


Behind Beauty 

‘To all who drink deep of the verdant beauty 
of nature, the Georgia countryside at this sea- 
son of the year is an incomparable gem set in 
the lush riches of a bountiful spring.

“MUST RUN AGAIN” WASHINGTON, May 2.—If disaster is 
staved off in Europe, the growth of the 
New Dealers’ conviction that “the President must run again” may 
well turn out to be this month’s most significant event. Coming 
from mén who commonly, though often prematurely, reflect the 
the statement that he “must run again” is of vast 

potential importance. 

This circle of presidential henchmen and lieutenants has passed 
through four well-marked stages of political thought. In the first, 
following the triumphant 1936 election, there was no doubt as to 
the President’s power to name his successor, as though by waving 
a magic wand, In the second, extending from the defeat in the 
court fight to the failure of last summer’s purge, it was believed 
that the President could “capture the Democratic party” by main 
force. In the third, lasting from the renomination of Senator George 
until a few weeks ago, it was faintly hoped that the President might 
get his way by the threat, “Take my man, or I’ll run myself.” 

“The President must run again” is the slogan of the fourth stage. 
So far as the President’s own intentions go, the slogan is at best no 
more than a case of coming events casting a shadow before. No one 
can tell whether the President will ever come to share his friends’ 
belief. But the mere fact that his friends do believe in a third- 
term effort can have far-reaching repercussions—in the currently 
vital field of foreign policy, for example, where opinions as to the 
third term govern the attitudes of so many. 


SLOGAN’S BACKGROUND There is no use exploring the 
New Dealers’ motives. Their 


enemies will recall the old story of Senator Ashurst’s answer to the 
lady who asked him, “Senator, in casting your vote, do you think 
first of your country’s, or of your own political welfare?” The an- 
swer was, “Madam, in casting my vote in the senate, of course I 
think first of my own political welfare, so that I may be able to 
continue to serve my country.” Their friends, even those who 
doubt the wisdom of a third-term effort, will defend their dis- 
interestedness. 

Leaving motives on one side, the practical reasons why the New 
Dealers now say, “The President must run again,” are obvious 
enough. The most pressing is that any other politician of the New 
Deal, Rooseveltian type has no more than a ghost’s chance of get- 
ting the Democratic nomination. “A ghost’s chance” is the exact 
phrase, for the crown princes of the New Deal—Bob Jackson, Harry 
Hopkins and all the others—have been politically murdered by 
Democratic party leaders, and would have to return from the dead 
to run. 

Thus, the New Dealers are confronted with a situation in which 
only the President can perpetuate the New Deal. Naturally enough, 
the New Dealers regard perpetuation of the New Deal as a life- 
and-death matter for the country. No one, after all, could expect 
them to think otherwise. Their argument is simple: In these times, 
democracy is endangered. The New Deal stands for democracy in 
America. Therefore, the New Deal must be preserved. They are 
aware of the great risks entailed by a third-term effort—the pos- 
sible damage to the President’s foreign policy, the certainty of a 
furiously bitter campaign, the threat of final defeat. But, having 
to choose between the risks and temporary political extinction, they 
prefer the risks. The old talk of ‘“‘coming back in 1944” is not much 
heard, now that the implied sacrifice seems really imminent. 


TALK, PUBLIC AND PRIVATE’ That the New Dealers are 
at least talking the way the 


wind is blowing is proved by the recent speech of Attorney Gen- 
eral Frank Murphy at the Philadelphia Jefferson Day dinner. The 
speech was another of those, like Solicitor General Robert H. Jack- 
son’s Kansas address last winter, in which the voice of the White 
House is echoed. Murphy said: “The New Deal constitutes the 
overshadowing political issue in America today. And the Demo- 
cratic process insists that the people have a right to vote upon that 
issue.” 

As there is no way for the people to vote on the New Deal un- 
less the Democratic party nominates a New Dealer, and as the Dem- 
ocratie party is unlikely to nominate any. New Dealer but the Presi- 
dent, the conclusion to be drawn is plain. It may be added that 
many reports of the President’s private talk, which has always run 
much upon his future plans, show him shifting his emphasis from 
his happy retirement after 1940. Now he mentions a President's 
“duty” to break the third-term tradition under certain circum- 
stances. To do so, he must demand the nomination openly, and can 
probably get it only from a divided party. But the possibility that 
he will do so should now bulk large in all realistic political calcu- 


lations.

_ In this country we read much about the “dangerous nationalism” 
in Europe, but few people seem to realize to what degree class 
feeling has overcome national feeling.

These Tories, fearing the lower class in their own country more 
than they fear a foreign enemy, have repeatedly betrayed their 
own people rather than injure the Fascists. 

The explanation, of course, is their dread and -horror of 
Communism. 

To the great majority of Americans, the choice between Com- 
munism and Fascism is a choice between unendurable evils. Both 
destroy human dignity and freedom. Both kill people who attempt 
to act, write or speak as they please. Both control press and radio 


- and thus warp the minds of the people, Both are trying to destroy 


the Christian religion. 

Yet there is this difference between them. In the name of 
Communism, Stalin steals a rich man’s factory and appoints one of 
his agents to manage it for the government. F 

In the name of Fascism, Hitler permits the rich man to keep 
his factory and manage it for the good of the state, doing as he is 
told to do in all particulars and delivering the profits to the state 
in the form of taxes. 

To the rich and aristocratic Tories, the Hitler method is infi- 
nitely preferable. They are permitted to keep not only their title 
of ownership but their social rank as well. They aren’t reduced to 
equality with the common people. 

Since Hitler professes to hate Communism, thé.Tories look upon 
him as their last safeguard in Europe. 

English and French Tories loaned him the money to rearm 
Germany. 

When Hitler backed Franco in Spain—not to save Christianity 
or to save Spain from Reds, but to obtain the Spanish mines and 
meta] resources—the Tories of France and England had to choose 
between country and pocketbook. 

Why did democratic France permit her enemy to surround her 
and cut her vital route to Africa? Why did democratic England 
permit her enemy to gain such enormous resources for war and 
establish bases that threaten her? 

Because Russia was helping.the Spanish government, and French 
and English Tories feared Russia more than Hitler. 

And now, having crippled their own countries and built up their 
enemy, they realize they were duped and expect America to “help 


save democracy.” :

“I believe,” 
he writes, “that it can be said 
without fear of successful contra- 
diction that no state in the Union, 
with the possible exception of Vir- 
ginia, has been more ably repre- 
sented from the beginning than 
Mississippi.” 


TAX DISPUTES HERE 


U. S. Internal Revenue 
Branch Aims To Decen- 
tralize Reviews.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—At- 
lanta was named as the location 
of a branch office of the new 
southern division of the technical 
staff of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, the Treasury Depart- 
ment announced today. 

The Treasury reported comple- 
tion of its decentralization of tax 
reviews by establishing southern 
and Atlantic divisions of the bu- 
reau’s technical staff. 

The system is designed to ad- 
just disputes over federal taxes 
with regional offices instead of 
coming to Washington. The de- 
centralization was started with a 
Pacific coast division a year ago. 
With the two new divisions, the 
country now is divided into 10 
districts, each with a_ regional 
headquarters and with several 
branch offices.

Continued success of the Amer- 
ican experiment in freedom de- 
pends on every qualified citizen 
voting—taxpayers especially, H. G.

dent of Kiwanis International, said 
here yesterday. 

Hatfield arrived during the 
morning, was taken to Stone 
Mountain, addressed a luncheon 
meeting of the Atlanta Kiwanis 
Club, and joined representatives 
of the 56 other Kiwanis Clubs in 
the state for their annual dinner 
at the Warm Springs Foundation 
last night. 

Hatfield views with alarm the 
tendency of the “responsible por- 
tion of the population to look upon 
election day complacently, if at all, 
leaving the election of public of- 
ficials largely in the hands of po- 
litical rings and families who have 
settled down comfortably on re- 
lief. | 

“Thirty per cent of those en- 
titled to vote, do so,” he said. 
“Those on relief vote 100 per cent, 
and those who work for a living 
don’t turn out 25 per cent.” 

Fears Apathy. 

The standards of representative 
government decline in ratio with 
the quality as well as the quantity 
of the registration, Hatfield feels. 
And he fears that a continuance of 
the present apathy of the Amer- 
ican public may eventually lead 
to the establishment of a totali- 
tarian form of government here. 

He scored Americans for “taking 
too much for granted,” and for 
general lack of interest in what it 
means to be an American, con- 
trasting the freedom of thought 
and action here with lack of the 
same in Germany, Russia .and 
Italy.

Challedon Does Fastest 
- Mile and Quarter Yet 
Timed at Downs. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 2.—(?) 
The faint shadow of a doubt that 
maybe Johnstown and Technician 
weren’t the only horses in Satur- 
day’s Kentucky Derby field ap- 
peared across the historic heart of 
the racing world tonight. 

While these two still remained 
the popular favorites to fight it 
out in Saturday’s run for the roses, 
the names of another pair, Valdina 
Farm’s Viscounty and W. L. 
Brann’s  considerably-overlooked 
Challedon, re-echoed through ev- 
ery bar, hotel and home in Derby- 
town as a result of their exploits 
in the bluegrass today. 

As every train, bus, plane an 
what-have-you poured additional 
hundreds of racing lovers into this 
time-honored turf capital, Vis- 
county virtually assured himself of 
a post position in the “big race” 
by taking the one-mile Derby trial 
stakes from a field of eight other 
eligibles, while Challedon clicked 
in the fastest mile-and-a-quarter 
workout yet run at the Downs. 

They did their fancy stepping 
not long after top-favored Johns- 
town arrived on the scene to make 
the Derby field complete. 

THE HARD WAY. 

Heretofore Viscounty, a_ big, 
game son of the Porter-Trap star, 
had been given about as ‘much 


chance of reaching the Derby post 
as an ice cream cone in a frying 
pan. Today he said his piece in 
contradiction, however, and he did 
it the hard way. 

He looked Technician in the eye 
all the way down the stretch and 
won the trial by the width of his 
whiskers from Woolf’s Hopeful, 
under a heady ride by Jockey 
Charley Bierman. The loss didn’t 
take a thing from Technician, 
largely because the Insco offspring 
was crowded against the rail all 
the way down the stretch, but it 
definitely put Viscounty into the 
Derby picture. 

At the same time, those among 
today’s seven other starters lost 
considerable strength in track- 
side opinion, Chief among these 
was W. E. Boeing Porter’s Mite, 
which tired considerably in the 
stretch after setting the pace vir- 
tually all the way to the three- 
quarter pole. He wound up in 
fourth place, trailing Junius W. 
Bell’s Steel Heels. 

Viscounty, covering the mile in 
1:38.2, paid $61.60 to $2 mutuel 
ticket holders. Trailing the field by 
various distances up to 25 lengths 
were such other frequently men- 
tioned starting possibilities as W. 
H. Whitehouse’s American Byrd, 
Shady Brook’s Timeful and Tom 
Taggart’s Yale o’ Nine, as well as 
D. Lehan’s Fern Creek and Mrs. C. 
Gregory’s Lostagal. 

After the race, there was some 
talk of a foul claim, because of 
the close going between Viscounty 
and Technician in the last furlong, 
but it got no farther than the talk- 
ing stage, for there was no actual 
contact between the two as they 


galloped nose-to-nose to the wire. 
Viscounty, rated behind Porter’s 


'Mite and Technician through the 


first three-quarters, made his bid 
on the outside as they rounded the 
turn for home and then held on 
to the finish, although Technician 
might have reversed the result of 
the photo if given room to use his 
bat in the closing rush. 

Challedon was kept out of the 
trial, but he did his work—and 
well—earlier in the day by travel- 
ing over the cuppy Downs. in 2 
minutes, 8 seconds, the fastest any 
eligible has worked the route over 
the Derby track yet. And not even 
the arrival of the “Mr. Big,” .Wil- 
liam Woodward’s highly. favored 
Johnston, could take a thing away 
from the manner in which the 
Brann candidate broke into the 
picture with his fancy bit of step- 
ping.

“Tf the athletic associations and 
intercollegiate athletics were abol- 
ished at these two institutions, it 
would greatly increase their cost 
of operation,” said Chairman 
Marion Smith, of the State Board 
of Regents. 

Testifying as the committee in- 
quired into possible diversion of 
the $470,000 annual income of the 
athletic associations for other edu- 
cational purposes, Chancellor S. V. 
Sanford contended this was not 
only impractical but added both 
associations faced deficits. 

The 69-year-old chancellor ex- 
pressed belief Georgia Tech and 
the University of Georgia must 
arrange football schedules more 
attractive to the public if they ex- 
pect to pay off debts for stadia and 
other equipment. He listed the ac- 
cumulated deficit of the two in- 
stitutions — principally on  con- 
struction debts—as $136,500. 

He listed the University of Geor- 
gia’s current deficit as $98,000 aft- 
er paying off $10,000 last year, 
while Tech owes $38,500 after re- 


di tiring notes totaling $25,000 in 


1938. 

“We are compelled—if we are 
going to pay out on this indebted- 
ness—to play that kind of game 
the people admire. .

IRON MAN SAYS 
GOOD OF TEAM 
MADE HIM QUIT 


Babe Dahlgren Takes 
Lou’s Place at First 
Base Post. 


DETROIT, May 2.—(4)—For the 
first time since May 30, 1925, the 
New - York Yankees played a ma- 
jor league baseball game today 
without Lou Gehrig in the lineup. 

Apparently without regret Geh- 


rig ended his amazing “iron man” 


performance at 2,130 consecutive 
games for what he termed “the 
good of the team.” 

Both Gehrig and Manager Joe 
McCarthy, of the Yankees, insist- 
ed the action of the big first base- 
man was entirely voluntary. Now 
35 years old, Gehrig is the holder 
of numerous baseball records and 
has been a notable figure with the 
present world champions for more 
than a decade:--~" 

“I made up my mind Sunday 
night to ask McCarthy to bench 
me;” Gehrig said. In Sunday’s en- 


counter against the Washington 


Senators Lou came to bat four 
times with men on base and failed 
to get a hit, the Yankees losing the 
game, 3 to 2. 
HUNCHED FORWARD. 

Gehrig sat, shoulders hunched 
forward, on the visiting team’s 
bench at Briggs stadium today as 
his teammates clubbed the Detroit 
Tigers into submission by a score 
of 22 to 2. From that unaccustom- 
ed spot he said: 


“The consecutive. game record 
always was meaningless to me, 
and now that I have ended it you 
newspaper guys will believe me.” 
He added a word of appreciation 


that “despite my slump, the fans 


never ‘got on’ me.” 

Oddly enough Gehrig’s record 
came to an end in a city where it 
was almost terminated three years 
ago. On that occasion Gehrig, af- 
flicted with lumbago, went to bat 
as leadoff man in the first inning 
and then retired. 

Gehrig said he had not deter- 
mined how long he would remain 
on the sidelines. 

“T hope the arrival of warm 
weather will enable me to hit my 
stride,” Lou said. When Gehrig 
left the lineup today he was bat- 
ting only .143, had made but four 
hits in the Yankees’ first eight 
games and had batted in only one 
run, Gehrig has Jed the league 
five times in the. runs-batted-in 
department. 

Gehrig’s place was taken by 
Ellsworth (Babe) -Dahlgren, for- 
merly of the Boston Red Sox, who 
signalized his entry into the line- 
up by hitting a double and a 
homer in his first two ae at 
bat. 

Today’s development was not a 
surprise in baseball circles because 
it had been rumored since the 
Yankees started spring training 
that Gehrig was fading both at 
the plate and in the field. The 
decline started last season when 
he batted only ,295, the only time 
since 1925 he had fallen below the 
300 mark. 

Gehrig, one of the best known figures 
in baseball, holds numerous major league 
records.

Basketball 

Changes Hit 
At Fouling 

After Free Throw, Ball 


Awarded to the Of- 
fended Team. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—(#)—An 
important new basketball rule, 
designed to discourage teams from 
committing deliberate fouls to 
gain possession of the ball, was 
announced today by the national 
rules committee at the close of its 
annual two-day session. 

The new regulation, effective 
immediately, provides that after 
a free throw on a technical foul 
the ball will be awarded to the 
offended team, to be put in play 
from out-of-bounds at mid-court, 
whether or not the throw is suc- 
cessful. 

Heretofore the side which com- 
mitted the foul could hope to get 
possession of the ball from center- 
jump, providing the free throw 
was successful. If the throw was 
missed, the offenders had a 
chance to get it on the rebound. 

The rule also provides that 
when a personal foul is called the 
offended team shall have the op- 
tion either of trying for the free 
goal or of waiving the penalty 


and putting the ball back in play | 


from out-of-bounds at mid-court. 
If two free throws are awarded, 
the offended side may try for one 
and then pass up the second. The 
rule does not, of course, apply to 
a double foul. 

Another new measure stipulates 
that if a player trying for a field 
goal is fouled from behind or 
roughed he shall be awarded two 
free throws, whether the field goal 
is made or not. This is designed 
further to discourage rough play. 

The committee decided that 
hereafter any player may ask the 
referee for time-out, instead of the 
captain alone, as_ formerly. 
Ninety-four feet was set down as 
the ideal length for a court, with

In rose shows as in most things, | 
beginner’s luck often prevails, so 
all amateur rose growers in the 
state are urged to enter their 
choice blossoms in the rose show 
sponsored by the Druid Hills Gar- 
den Club at the Biltmore hotel 
May 9. The trophies are both nu- 
merous and beautiful and will be 
awarded to the lucky winners in 
each class. Detailed classification 
lists may be obtained at the Gar- 
den Center. 

Exhibitors may register and se- 
cure labels the day before the 
show at ballroom entrance of the 
Biltmore. Those who register May 
9 must go to receiving room on 
Sixth street side of Biltmore, 
where all exhibits will be accept- 
ed on day of show. Help will 
be provided to assist in unloading. 

To show roses properly, the pro- 
cess should begin when the bud 
is still tight, barely showing col- 
or. It:may be covered with a 
small paper sack which softens 
the sun’s rays, thus retarding its 
advance and protecting it from in- 
sects and accidents. If the buds 
open too rapidly for the show, 
they may be cut two or three days 
ahead, while tightly closed, plung- 
ed into water up to the bloom in 
deep. container with.a wide mouth, 
and kept in a‘cool cellar or re- 
frigerator. 


The lasting quality of a cut rose 
depends upon ‘ne time of day it 
is cut and the treatment it receives 
between cutting and exhibiting. 
Preférably the buds should be cut 
the day before the show (although 
very early in. the morning may 
do), put in water up to the bloom, 
set aside in a cool place until the 
show. The stem should be sat- 
urated with water, and the foliage 
unharmed. When a judge is un- 
decided between two equally good 
exhibits, he invariably turns to 
the foliage to enable him to reach 
a decision. 

Before bringing the roses to the 
show, it -would be well to wrap 
each bud in tissue paper to pre- 
vent bruises;. and place in a 
large, closed box. Roses should 
be exposed to morning air, and 
the petals should be kept dry, as 
even small drops of water will 
quickly discolor and even rot the 
petals of a partially open flower. 
Damp, .absorbent. moss . may be 
wrapped around the stems but 
should not be allowed to touch the 
flower. 

Tall, wide-mouthed jars, pickle 
or olive bottles, in preference to 
milk bottles, are suggested in 
which to display specimens. The 
container should be large enough 
to give the rose plenty of water 
and not to crush the leaves.

Spokestpan, for Businessmen 
Abroad Sees Loss of. $1,- 
000,000,000 a Year. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—(>)— 
Spokesmen for American business 
interests abroad declared tonight 
that the United States should pro- 
tect a $1,000,000,000-a-year market 
in China and the Philippines at the 
risk of war with Japan, if neces- 
sary, and that this government, 


| should meet European competition 


in South America with gold and 


| “productive” loans. 


The appeals for government 


leadership in organizing and fi- 


nancing an export unit to deal 
with China, and for a redistribu- 
tion of this country’s huge hoard 
of monetary gold, were voiced at a 
dinner meeting of representatives 
of American Chambers of Com- 
merce. abroad. 
$750,000,000 a Year. 

In a speech prepared for deliv- 
ery tonight, C. H. French, vice 
president of the Chinese-American 
Foreign Trade Council, declared 
the industrialization of China as 
planned by the Chinese would, if 
not taken over by Japan, operate 
within the next generation to give 
the United States a steady export 
trade worth $750,000,000 a year. 

“Our greaest all-time customer 
in the past has been the United 
Kingdom, where we now have a 
well established market in excess 
of $500,000,000 a year,” Frerich 
said. 

“America stands ready to fight 
if necessary, to protect her trade 
with Great Britain.

SCHOOL TRANSFER 
PLAN IS PROPOSED 


Change in Institution’s Sup- 
ervision Advocated to Gain 
Federal Benefits. 


Transfer of four schools, now 
under control of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare to the De- 
partment of Education to permit 
them to participate in the federal 
vocational training program was 
in prospect yesterday. 

Plans for the transfer were dis-
